A homely truth is often conveyed through the 


corres¬ 
pondence columns of ; the paper, and the other evening 4 
letter written by “Al-Shepherd” in the Calgary Herald, 
brought out a condition that has a real bearing on the 
consideration due the masses of the people in Canada and 
elsewhere. .» ■ * 

The Shepherd takes his from his own experience^ 

‘‘I am a shepherd for the governor over a large flock of 
sheep. When a ewe has twins, the first bom is liable to 
get all the attention. My duty is to see that the seeond 
bom gets a chance. Often the governor has to hand out 
relief in form of a bottle of cow’s milk. The second lamb 
would have a very poor chance of thriving if the governor 
neglected his duty and did not make it his duty and did 
not make its mother give it its share by the law of force. 
If I -neglect the second lamb and maybe give it only an 
occasional handout from the bottle, it would grow up 
pathetically weak and be forced to steal, to be bunted 
around from one sheep to another, from one city to the 
other. How pathetic 'it is to young Canadians of today 
to be bunted around in the same hopeless way, with noth¬ 
ing in sight but a lean, hopeless existence. It is some¬ 
times necessary for the governor to hold a big fat lamb 
by the law of force in order to give his weaker brother a 
chance to get his share and grow strong enough to get on 
his legs and get his own living. So the government could 
hold down the fat income for a while till employment got 
on its feet.” 

In order to curb the big fat fellows, and give the lesser 
ones of the herd, a chance, the Shepherd suggests that a 
minimum wage of $700 a year is a fair stipulation. He 
says: “Let everybody have a chance to enjoy the gifts and 
ease that God is trying to give them instead of a few 
greedy ones grabbing everything. Let the government 
make working hours, wages, incomes and expenses appli¬ 
cable to meet the needs of everybody’s capabilities and 
position which would bring A the maximum and minimum 
wage proposition, the surplus earnings to be used for 
national and public expenditure.”

When depression hit the world in the fall of 1929, peo¬ 
ple were philosophical and it was a current remark, that 
after all mostly everyone had a second pair of pants and 
could get along. 

Now, after almost two years, the second pair of pants 
is pretty well wom out, but the prospect of renewing the 
wardrobe is not so good. It looks as though patches would 
be the fashion note for the season, and patches do not 
make brisk business. 

The town of Okotoks has investigated its unemployment 
prospects and finds that it has sixty men and girls who 
need to be working, and are without wo rk, or have only 
odd jobs. This is a large number for any small town, but 
if a similar investigation were made through the country, 
there is little doubt that very much the same scale of 
figures, would be shown. It is unlikely that many muni¬ 
cipalities have made intensive effort to learn the names 
and qualifications of those within their boundaries who 
need and desire work. 

Naturally no municipality is anxious to*l&rden itself 
unduly. It considers primarily those who would be a re¬ 
lief charge if work were not provided, and all efforts are 
directed to securing work for these few. In addition to 
these, are many who have made no application, but are 
subsisting as best they can on a little reserve, reluctant 
to be placed in the humiliating category of “relief cases.” 
Also there are in many homes, unemployed who are liv¬ 
ing at home, but who need and want work for the main¬ 
tenance of morale. On the farms are many who could be 
released for outside labor but who have retreated from 
other over-filled occupations to the old home. Have all 
these been fully checked? Taking our population oyer ci¬ 
ties, towns and country there are thousands of unemploy¬ 
ed bookkeepers, salesmen, teachers, nurses, carpenters, 
-clerks, mechanics of all sorts, experienced farmers and 
their sons, surely an army of immense possibilities, ne¬ 
cessary to the country if it is to maintain its vitality. 
Such a variety and quality of labor would normally be 
the very bedrock of any new country. But have adequate 
efforts been made to utilize these people at their highest 
state of efficiency. Is there yet produced a scheme com¬ 
prehensive enough, to make suitable use—*>r any usrf—of 
this valuable social and economic material. 

Great honor is due the masses of Canadians who have 
endured with courage and hope, the hard fortunes of the 
past eighteen months. They have set an admirable ex-

LADY ASTOR SESS RUSSIA AT HOME 


It might be a good thing for our politicians and public¬ 
ists who rave so righteously against Russia to go to that 
country and look into things for themselves. If they had 
the slightest measure of intelligence and a modicum of 
honor, the chances are that they would change their tune. 

We say this on the strength of the evidence. Hardly 
any man of importance and open mind has gone to Russia 
and not come back with different viewp to those he went 
with. At this moment, George Bernard Shaw and Lady 
Astor are returning from Russia. We need not discuss 
Mr. Shaw. But what of Lady Astor? 

This charming and gifted lady is a Conservative, is 
wealthy and is by breeding and temperament opposed to 
radicalism. But what does she say when emerging from 
Russia? According to the Associated Press, she says 
the following: 4 

Soviet Russia is the best run country in the world; I 
am enchanted with it. 

This does not mean that Lady Astor has swallowed the 
extremes and frequently idotic doctrines of the Bolshev¬ 
iks. It simply means that she has been honest with her¬ 
self and has admitted the truth as she sees it. 

Mankind, of course, has a marvellous capacity to be¬ 
lieve what it wants to believe. There are large numbers 
in Canada who believe that Russia is a living nightmare 
of horror and wickedness. Some of these refuse to believe 
anything else. They do not want to. Moreover, they ac¬ 
cuse persons who speak tolerantly of Russia of being ei¬ 
ther paid for lying or being Communists. Nevertheless, 
until Russia is approached from a more civilized point of 
view, there can be small hope of reconcilliation and pro¬ 
gress in the world of bitter nationalism and economic 
strife.—Ottawa Citizen.

The strongest impression left on those who have at¬ 
tended fairs in Southern Alberta this year, is that there 
is a much greater production of livestock than in former 
years, on the old wheat-igrowing farms. The general re¬ 
port is that livestock exhibits in various classes have 
been well in excess of previous years and of a high stand 
ard of quality. This is a sign that the policy of diversi¬ 
fied farming is being pursued and being pursued intelli¬ 
gently.

Against Grasshopper Pest 


What the World is Predicting and

In certain local districts as well as 
elsewhere, grasshoppers are appear¬ 
ing in sufficient numbers to give 
warning for the safety of the 1932 
crop. Farmers who are receiving 
visitations, would do well to guard 
agains^ any plague .next year, ,,bcth 
for their own sakes and that of oth¬ 
ers 

There are two kinds of grasshop¬ 
pers appearing, the roadside grass¬ 
hopper which gave trouble from 
1919 to 1924, and the lesser migra¬ 
tory grasshopper which has been ev¬ 
en more destructive at time. 

The roadside grasshopper deposits 
its eggs in grasslands and at the 
base of clumps of grass. The lesser 
grasshopper lays its eggs in open 
spots and also in stubble and desert¬ 
ed farms. About every eleven years 
these natives of Canada increase to 
dangerous proportions, with one fe¬ 
male laying 150-eggs. 

Grass hopper eggs may be destroy 
ed in the autumn by burying deeply, 
or by exposing them to the atmos¬ 
pheric conditions of winter. Newly 
hatched hoppers cannot make their 
way through five or six inches of 


cost* no more than ordinary Greas¬ 
ing. In fact, it is cheaper in the 
long run. 


, The Prime Minister announced a 
wheat policy arrived at as a result of 
conferences with the provincial gov¬ 
ernments, the Wheat Pools and the 
banks.

The longer grasshopper eggs are 
exposed to the atmosphere, the 
greater their destruction. Early in 
September egg-laying has ceased 
and the ground should be cultivated 
as soon as possible after this. The 
eggs are laid in a pod or sac very 
near the surface of the soil, so shal¬ 
low discing would expose many of 
these to the winter atmosphere and 
cause them to perish. On the road- 
odes a heavy harrow might turn up 
the eggs aT\d destroy them to an ex¬ 
tent.

The bait should 
lie scattered finely when the sun is 
shining as between 68 and 90 degrees
